TORONTOJJNIVERSITY 

Important Members of Staff 
Will Be Superannuated on 
Account of Age 

Changea of far-reaching importance 
are about to be inaugurated at the 
University of Toronto, which will 
usher in a new order. President 
Falconer bas announced that the Pro- 
vincial Government had authorized 
the university to proceed with new- 
buildings at once, and that the first 
structure to be erected would be a 
new engineering building. Other 
buildings which may be erected are 
a faculty of architecture building and 
perhaps a new adui:nistrative build- 
ing. Additions to the faculty of edu 
cation, the biology and botany N fac 
ultles are also sugge'stcd. ' ' 

With the extension of the applied 
science faculty changes in the per- 
sonnel of the staff of science and also 
of arts and medicine aro proposed 
Col. C. H. Mitchell, whose splendid 
services at th e front have won him 
a world-wide renown, is being given 
the deanship of the science facult}- in 
succession to Dean Ellis, who is to 
retire under a decision of the bqard 
of governors to pension professors, in 
the three faculties, at the age of 65. 
Principal Maurtce Hutton, professor 
of Greek since 1887; Professor W. J. 
Alexander, professor of English; Pro- 
fessor James Mavor. professor of 
political economy; Professor Alfred 
Baker, M.D., LL.D., professor of ma- 
thematics; Dr. A. P. Coleman,j>rofes- 
sor of geology, and Professor Alex- 
ander McPhedran, professor of medi- 
cine and clinical medicine, will prob- 
ably be superannuated shortly.

CANADA'S HIM RA1 RESOURCES. 

In the opinion of Col. D. Carnegie, 
ordnance adviser of the Imperial Mu- 
nitions Board, who addressed the Ca- 
nadian Manufacturers' ABsoclaUon 
here recently, Canadians must encour- 
age domestic trade if they wish to take 
full advantage of the European situa- 
tion. In this country, he said, are to 
be found fine deposits of magneslte, 
its carbon electrodes are second to 
none, and there is nickel in abund- 
ance; "everything, in fact, calls for 
Canada to rise to the first rank as a 
producer of high quality steels. Can- 
ada, Indeed, stands out almost alone 
In its great opportunlUes tn this di- 
rection." England, the speaker said, 
would be able to lake care of its own 
requirements, and France, following 
the return of Alsace-Lorraine, would 
he in a position to make its own sup- 
plies, but Belgium was so torn by 
war that it would, In Ws esUtnation, 
be some years before it would be able 
to meet Its own, demands. He advis- 
ed the sending of representatives 
overseas to gather information as to 
exact y what is "needed there, so that 
Canada might bt prepared to share in 
supplying the demand.

The men arc in 
favor or I In; honor syslein as it is a 
step toward 'student government and 
the men ihinlt the cheaters will act 
with discretion In (rooking when they 
know all of their follows arc against 
cheating. The resolution as drawn 
up and approved by the men is: 

Resolved; That the honor system be 
adopted In all schools or the Univer- 
sity or Kansas, such a system to elim- 
inate all supervision <>f examinations 
by instruct i s or agents ether than 
the students themselves, who may 
report any cheating, copying, or un 
fair practice to the joint board. Said 
board to condi;t or five juniors or 
seniors elected from the men's stu- 
dent body, and Tour women from the 
women's stud' mi body. Said elections

A recent issue of a Canadian weekly 
paper contained the following account 
of Lance-Corporal Flahér, V.C., wHo 
was a Science student at McGill, en- 
listing when the war broke out : 

Lance-Corporal Frederick Fisher. 
V.C., 13th Battalion, Royal Highland- 
ers of Canada. 

On the 23rd April, 1915, in the 
neighborhood of St- Julien, he went 
forward with the machine gun of 
which he was in charge, under heavy 
fire, and most gallantly assisted iu 
covering. the retreat of a battery, los- 
ing four of his gun team. _ • 

Later, after obtaining four mbre 
men, he went forward again to the fir- 
ing lino and ' was* himself , killed while 
bringing his machine guns into action 
under very heavy fire, in order .to 
cover the advance of supports. 

Corporal Fisher was born at St. 
Catharines, Ont., 1895; enlisted at 
Valcarlier, August, ,1914; killed In ac- 
Uon, April 23, 1915; V.C. gazetted, 
June 22, 1915. 

The sun went down in Flanders. 
The . Yser canal lay like a ribbon 
across the flats leading to the town or 
Ypres. Against, the western glow the 
wrecked but still rugged did tower of 
the Cloth Hall of Ypres stood dark. 

A platoon 3f Canadian soldiers were 
starting out on their way to tho front 
line trenches to relieve the men who 
had been there for the last 1hree days 
I They . were coming out of Ypres, 
• where they had been billeted- 

"By jove, I'd like to get the fellow 
that threw that shell into Ypres yes- 
terday," said a boy as he turned to 
look at the sunset. His lips tightened 
as-he turned quickly and went on,

And Lizette was not the only sauri- 
fiee to German gunners that day in 
April, 1915. Fifteen chlhjren had been 
. killed by a falling shell in the street 
where they had been playing. Mothers 
of these children and old people were 
I killed by falling wallB of their homes 
wheu the guns poured in their streams 
; of death. 

On the morning of April 22. 1915» 
j the line, around Ypres was held by 
! the French ani Canadians, and 
: curving around next to. that was the 
French army. Then came the Third 
Brigade Canadians, and curving 
around next to that was the Second 
' Brigade Canadians. The artillery 
i defence of the lines was weak. There 
: were not guns enough lo go round, 
and' just' a' few days earlier a great 
attack had been maJe farther south 
; on Neuve Chapelle, and British guns 
were massed ihcre. The Canadian 
guns wore all that deîendcd tho line 
j of infantry. These did exceptionally 
I good work. They were called here and 
there, where the fighting was most 
' severe- 

! One- of the Canadian gunners that 
J Thursday afternoon from his ôbsérva- 
| Hon post saw queer green waves of 
4'apor rolling across tire space between 
; the "German lines and the lines hold by 
i the French Turcos. lie] watched thti 
rolling cloud with curiosity. He had 
never seen green waves of poison gas 
before and had never dreamed of such 
a method of warfare being used. The 
Turcos in the front line were also 
watching the green cloud rolling to- 
ward them. It turned yellow when it 
rose and caught the sun's rays. 

Then the Germans opened fire. 
Their massed guns poured down fire 
on the French and Canadian lines. 
The sun had now gone down and as 
dusk crept on, the column of Cana- 
dians moved cautiously forward, 
through the fire-swept region. | 
"Boom! Boom!" 

German shells screamed overhead. 
Fires leapt up in Ypres. Suddenly a 
great surging wave of men poured on 
to the plain. The Canadians looked 
en in astonishment. Tho blue coats 
were those of French African troops, 
but the faces were so distorted with 
pain that they could hardly be recog- 
nized- - Their eyes bulged. They stag- 
gered, fell, struggled to their feet 
again, plunging here and there as If 
they, didn't know where they were 
coing. 

The 13th Battalion Royal Highland 
era of Canada held the pivot point. 
Germans got into the trenches, along- 
side it, in the very place from which 
the Algerian men had been driven by 
toe poison gas. Dark distorted faces 
of the dead Turcos were seen in the 
bottom of the trenches, where they had 
fallen dead from the gas. The Ger- 
mane who followed poured a stream 
of. rifle fire Into the Canadian ranks.

When the big guns 
were got to safety, Corp. Fisher mov- 
ed his machine gun forward again and 
turned it on the great wave of grey- 
coated Germans which was. steadily 
coming on. He did this to cover the 
advance of supports, which were com 
lng into the trenches to strengthen 
the . front line. While, Corp. Fisher 
was doing. this, in the face of shrap- 
nel, German machine-guns and rifle 
fire, he was shot dead.
